Joeys undeterred by 
tough World Cup draw 


NEW South Wales 
players have won 
11 of the 18 berths 
in the Australian 
under 16 squad for 
next month’s JVC 
Cup — the FIFA 
under 16 World 
Cup. 

The tournament will 
be held in Scotland 
from June 10 to the 
24th. 

The Australians will 
be based in Aberdeen, 
where they will play all 
their group matches. 

FIFA did the Joeys 
no favours by includ- 
ing them in Group B, 
along with Brazil, the 
United States and the 
country finishing first 
in the European quali- 
fiers to be completed 
next week. 

The other group 
pairings are: Group A 
\— Scotland, Ghana, 
Cuba, Bahrain; Group 
C — Argentina, 
China, _ Nigeria, 
Canada; Group D — 
Guinea, Colombia, 
Saudi Arabia, second 
European qualifier. 

Australia will play at 
Pittodrie Stadium, but 
the order of the games 
will only be known 

after Europe com- 
pletes its qualifying 
tournament. 

The dates of the 
games, however, have 
been determined. Aus- 
tralia will play on June 
10, June 12 and June 
14’ — a tough schedule 
of a match every 48 
hours. 

The two top teams 
from each group will 
progress to the quar- 
ter-final stages. 

All group matches 
will be played as 
double-headers at the 
respective grounds. 

The Aussies will be 
headquartered at the 
Bucksburn Motel, only 
a 10-minute drive from 
Pittodrie. 

The quarter-finals 
are scheduled for 
Saturday, June 17, the 
semis on June 20, and 
the final on June 24, a 
day after the play-off 
for third place, 

Australian coach 
Vic Dalgleish is un- 
daunted by his team’s 
tough draw. 

“Tn the finals of any 
World Cup, every 
match is difficult. 
There are no easy 
games at this level,” he 
said. 

“The Americans are 
likely to be every bit as 
competitive as the 
Brazilians and the 
Europeans, but re- 
member we stunned 
éveryone in Canada 
two. years ago by de- 
feating Brazil.

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THE privileged status of Steaua 
Bucharest, who stands on the threshold 
of a second European Champions’ Cup 
victory in three years, has been attacked 
by their crosstown rivals. 

Steaua’s popularity peaked two weeks ago 
after they qualified for the final in Barcelona. 

Normally reserved Romanians danced in the 
streets in celebration with huge portaits of the 
players. 

But neighbouring Dinamo Bucharest have hit 
out at Steaua, accusing the club of winning pro- 
tection from local officials and monopolising all 
the attention and financial support so that other 
clubs fall behind. 

“It's not fair,” said one Dinamo official, who 
asked to remain anonymous. 

“They are drawing all the attention, everybody 
is protecting them including referees and offi- 
cials.” 

The official said all the top clubs and their 
players resented what they saw as preferential 
treatment for the army team. 

Dinamo and Steaua clashed heavily after their 
recent league match which Steaua won 2-1 to 
virtually clinch yet another championship. 

Referee Adrian Craciunescu had sent off two 
Dinamo strikers, producing angry reactions from 
captain Ton Andone and Dinamo coach Mircea 
Lucescu, who publicly argued with Steaua fans 
over a fence at the stadium. 

The Romanian Federation suspended Andone 
until the end of the season and Lucescu for two 
months. 

Romanian newspapers have run a series of 
articles on the worsening behaviour of the coun- 
try’s players who argue with referees, fans and 
each other apparently more than eve:
